Claim 1 is allowed because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a digital image 
capturing apparatus comprising: a strobe installed on the pedestal capable of turning with the 
pedestal to allow the strobe to be aimed substantially parallel with the first central axis in either 
direction for providing a light source for the digital image capturing apparatus, in combination 
with the other claimed elements. 

Claims 2-3, 8, 12-13, and 29 are allowed because they depend on claim 1. 

Claim 14 is allowed because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a digital image 
capturing apparatus comprising: a strobe installed on the pedestal and turnable wherein the 
pedestal is capable of allowing the strobe to be aimed substantially parallel with the lens for 
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providing a light source to the digital image capturing apparatus, in combination with the other 
claimed elements. 

Claims 15-16, 18, 20, 23-24, and 27 are allowed because they depend on claim 14. 

Claim 28 is allowed because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a digital image 
capturing apparatus comprising: a strobe installed on the pedestal and capable of turning with 
the pedestal to allow the strobe to be aimed substantially parallel with the first central axis in 
either direction for providing a light source for the digital image capturing apparatus, in 
combination with the other claimed elements.
